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HISTORY  AND 
MANDATE 


The  Public  Health  Advisory  and 
Appeal  Board  was  formed  on 
July  31,  1985,  under  Section  2  of 
the  Public  Health  Act,  Chapter 
P.  27.1  Statutes  of  Alberta  1984.  It 
replaced  the  Provincial  Board  of 
Health,  which  had  its  origins  in 
Alberta's  first  Public  Health  Act 
(c.1909). 

The  purpose  of  the  Provincial 
Board  of  Health,  as  stated  in  the 
1908  Act,  was  'to  take  cognizance 
of  the  interests  of  health  and  life, 
among  the  people  of  the 
province.'  It  had  appeal  and 
advisory  functions  and  used  its 
powers  broadly  for  the  protection 
and  improvement  of  health  and 
prevention  of  disease.  The  board 
was  made  up  mostly  of 
government  officials  from  various 
departments  concerned  with 
health  issues. 


The  mandate  of  the  Public  Health 
Advisory  and  Appeal  Board  is 
stated  in  Section  3  of  the  Public 
Health  Act  as  follows: 

a)  to  advise  the  Minister  on 
matters  pertaining  to  the  public 
health, 

b)  to  make  investigations  or 
inquiries  into,  collect  infor- 
mation relating  to  or  conduct 
research  into  any  matter 
relating  to  the  public  health 
and  make  its  report  in  the 
manner  and  at  the  time 
specified  by  the  Minister; 

c)  on  the  request  of  the 
Lieutenant-Governor  in 
Council,  hold  public  hearings 
for  the  purpose  of  receiving 
submissions  on  matters 
pertaining  to  the  public  health 
and  make  its  report  to  the 
Minister; 

d)  hear  appeals  pursuant  to 
Section  4  of  the  Public  Health 
Act. 

To  carry  out  this  mandate  the 
board  comprises  nine 
members  with  varied  professional 
backgrounds  who  represent  all 
parts  of  the  province. 
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Bio-Medical  Waste  Management 

By  letter  dated  February  6,  1991, 
Dr.  K.C.  Hodgins,  Assistant 
Deputy  Minister  of  Public  Health 
Division  requested  the  Public- 
Health  Advisory  and  Appeal  Board 
to  provide  input  on  the  proposed 
draft  amendment  regarding 
biomedical  waste  management 

Following  discussions  and  review 
of  the  current  act  as  well  as 
proposed  amendments,  the  Board 
responded  by  providing  comments 
on  the  subject. 


On  May  10,  1990,  the  Honourable 
Nancy  J.  Betkowski,  Minister  of 
Health  invited  the  Public  Health 
Advisory  and  Appeal  Board  to 
comment  on  the  principles, 
directions  and  recommendations 
advocated  in  the  Rainbow  Report. 

The  Board  addressed  the  Rainbow 
Report  within  the  context  of 
community  and  public  health  and 
its  observations  were  sent  to  the 
Honorable  Nancy  J.  Betkowski, 
Minister  of  Health  on 
September  24,  1990. 


Rainbow  Report 

Responding  to  a  January  15,1988, 
request  from  the  Honourable 
Jim  Dinning,  Minister  of 
Community  and  Occupational 
Health,  the  Board  prepared  a  brief 
to  the  Premier's  Commission  on 
Future  Health  Care  for  Albertans, 
which  was  presented  in  March, 
1989.  The  Board  met  with  the 
Commission  on  April  18,  1989. 


The  Public  Health  Act 
establishes  the  Public  Health 
Advisory  and  Appeal  Board  as  an 
appeal  body  to  hear  appeals  from 
decisions  of  local  boards  as 
defined  in  Section  4  of  the  Public 
Health  Act.  The  Public  Health 
Advisory  and  Appeal  Board  may 
confirm,  reverse,  or  vary  the 
decision  of  a  local  board,  and  is 
obliged  to  give  written  notice  of 
its  decision  to  the  appellant  and 
the  local  board. 


The  board  is  subject  to  the  general 
rules  of  administrative  law  and 
natural  justice  as  they  apply  to 
quasi-judicial  tribunals.  To  that  end, 
it  has  retained  Donald  R.  Cranston, 
L.L.B.  of  the  law  firm 
Cruickshank  Karvellas,  to  provide 
independent  legal  advice.

By  a  Notice  of  Appeal  dated  July 
23,  1990,  Mrs.  Schalin  and  the 
citizens  group  called  the  "Con- 
cerned Citizens  of  Pine  Lake" 
appealed  the  decision  of  the 
Red  Deer  Regional  Health  Unit 
dated  July  18,1990,  approving  the 
application  of  Central  Alherta 
Regional  Waste  Authority  to 
develop  a  regional  sanitary  land- 
fill site. 


The  Board  heard  an  initial  in- 
terim application  by  the 
Appellants  for  an  adjournment, 
and  a  mutual  request  by  the 
Appellant  and  the  Central  Alberta 
Regional  Solid  Waste  Authority 
that  the  Board  make  a 
determination  with  respect  to  the 
order  of  presentation.

By  Notice  of  Appeal,  Ray  Iwaasa 
appealed  the  two  decisions  of 
the  Stony  Plain-Lac  Ste.  Anne 
Health  Unit: 

1.  to  issue  a  permit  to  operate  a 
Waste  Management  facility  in 
favor  of  the  Town  of  Stony 
Plain  on  a  portion  of  Lot  C, 
Plan  570  M.  C.  and  portions 
LSD's  7  and  8,  35-52-l-W5th. 

2.  to  issue  an  approval  to  de- 
velop a  new  area  as  a  Waste 
Management  Facility  on  the 
said  lands. 


It  was  this  Board's  decision  that 
the  operating  permit  issued  by 
the  Health  Unit,  with  all  attached 
conditions,  be  upheld.  The 
Board,  however,  imposed  further 
conditions  requiring  a 
completion  and  reclamation  plan, 
and  not  allowing  operation 
beyond  a  specified  date.  The 
Board  reversed  the  health  unit's 
decision  to  issue  an  approval  to 
develop  a  new  area  as  a  waste 
management  facility  on  the 
lands.

Kim  Diep  and  and  Tuong  Mac  appealed  an 

Tuong  Mac  Order  of  the  Executive  Officer  of 

the  Red  Deer  Regional  Health 
Unit  to  remove  all  pigs  from 
their  premises  by  August  20, 
1990,  because  their  piggery  was 
within  500  feet  of  a  dwelling  not 
associated  with  their  piggery 
operation.

After  hearing  their  representa- 
tions, the  Chairman  granted  a 
stay,  having  regard  to  the  fact 
that  the  hearing  was  set  for 
December  4  and  5.  1990  The 
Chairman  required  that  certain 
testing  be  done  no  later  than 
November  30,1990. 


Stay  Hearing  : 
December  4,  1990 


A  subsequent  application  was 
brought  before  the  Vice- 
Chairman  of  the  Board  on 
December  4,  1990.  The 
Appellants  applied  to  have  the 
hearing  scheduled  for  December 
4  and  5,  1990,  adjourned  to  a 
date  later  in  January,  1991. 


The  Board  agreed  to  grant  that 
adjournment,  Inn  on  the  basis 
that  the  stay  direction  given  by 
the  Chairman  dated  November  9, 
1990,  would  be  considered  by 
the  Vice-Chairman  of  the  Board 
(in  the  Chairman 's  absence).  The 
Vice-Chairman  decided  there 
would  no  longer  he-  a  Stay  of  the 
effect  of  the  Executive  Officer's 
Order  dated  October  18,1990. 


Appeal  Hearing  : 
January  22,  23,  1991 
April  17,  18,  19,  1991 


Kedon  Waste  Services  Ltd.  and 
Foothills  Regional  Waste 
Management  Authority  appealed 
an  Order  issued  by  the  Executive 
Officer  of  the  Foothills  Health 
Unit  dated  October  18,  1990. 
During  the  course  of  the  hearing, 
the  Health  LJnit  altered  its 
position  and  agreed  that  the 
waste  was  not  hazardous  waste. 
The  Board  concluded  that  the 
waste  could  not  be  used  as 
intermediate  or  final  cover 
material  at  the  landfill  site,  as 
proposed  by  the  Appellants 
However,  as  it  was  not  hazardous 
waste,  it  could  be  disposed  of  at 
this  landfill  site.  The  Board 
accordingly  varied  the  Executive 
Officer's  Order  of  October  18, 
1990,  to  allow  for  disposal  of  the 
waste  at  the  landfill  site,  but  on 
several  conditions. 


Application  by  Foothills  Regional 
Waste  Management  Authority  for 
Extention  of  the  60  day  tune 
limit  set  in  condition  3  of  the 
Board's  decision. 

The  Board  issued  its  decision 
arising  from  the  appeal  of  Kedon 
Waste  Services  Ltd.  and  Foothills 
Regional  Waste  Management 
Authority  on  May  28.  1991.  On 
page  11  of  that  decision  the 
Board  described  condition  3  of 
its  decision  as  follows: 

"The  Board  further  directs 
that  the  above  steps  must  be 
taken  in  such  a  way  that  the

At  the  request,  and 
with  the  consent  of  both  the 
City  of  Fort  McMurray  and  the 
Fort  McMurray  &  District  Health 
Unit,  the  hearing  of  the  appeal 
was  postponed  to  allow  both  the 
City  of  Fort  McMurray  and  the 
Fort  McMurray  &  District  Health 
Unit  an  opportunity  to  work 
toward  a  resolution  of  the  issue.

Mrs.  Agnes  Sampson 
(Grande  Prairie 
Pet  Shop  Ltd.) 

Hearing  held: 
March  26,1991 


By  Notice  of  Appeal,  Mrs  Agnes 
Sampson  (Grande  Prairie  Pel 
Shop  Ltd.)  appealed  an  order 
issued  by  an  Executive  Officer  of 
the  South  Peace  Health  Unit 
dated  January  16.  1991.  The 
Executive  Officer  of  the  Health 
Unit  ordered  Mrs.  Agnes  Sampson 
(Grande  Prairie  Pet  Shop  Ltd  )  to 
discontinue  the  sale  and 
distribution  of  turtles  of  the 
genus  Trachemys  (species  Scripta 
elegans),  immediately  upon 
receipt  of  that  order. 


This  Hoard  was  of  the  view  that 
the  Executive  Officer  order 
issued  January  16,  1991,  was 
correct,  in  that  it  determined  the 
sale  or  distribution  of  such 
turtles  is  a  nuisance  within  the 
meaning  of  Section  2  of  the 
Nuisance  and  General  Sanitation 
Regulation  (Alberta  Regulation 
242/85).  The  appeal  of  Mrs.
